Sewing and Crafts 


Coltrane Shop 


The Sewing Shop was added in May to 
the Academic Department, Our first pro~ 
jects included mostly crafts, Later after 
all the equipment was repaired and a supply 
of cloth was received, we started a full 
operation in sewing for the ccttages, 


We are very proud of the progress that 
we have made since we began work especially 
the past three months. In the month of 
August we made 100 sheets, 27 pillow cases, 
43 pajama bottoms, 31 pajama tops, 50 
towels and 1 extractor cover for the laun= 
dry. Our September work doubled the amount 
in August. That month we made 406 sheets, 
96 towels, 12 coffee bags, 50 pajama 
bottoms and 6 typewriter covers, So far 
the month of October we have made 625 
pillow cases, 30 sheet, 195 towels and 6 
barber cloths. 


Our aim is to make for each boy 4 
sheets, 2 pillow cases, and 2 pair pajamas. 
We have been able to make 647 sheets and 
756 pillow cases. We are striving to make 
enough pajamas for each boy. This being 
a very slow process, we have been able to 
furnish pajamas for only two buildings, 
Small Release and the Infirmary.

Plans 
are now being formulated to add a smell 
extension to our milk house which is 
bodily needed.

I am delighted to mention that our program is continuing 
to move forward, and it is my hope that the ensuing year will 
bring greater progress, challenges and greater opportunities.

Last year, we set a goal for our dairy herd at 12, 000 
pounds of milk to be reached by June 30, 1963. I received 
information a few days ago that our herd average for the month 
of May is 12,071 pounds of milk which gives us an increase in 
production of 1,712 pounds of milk over last year. A new goal 
has been set and all of our energies will be directed toward 
achieving this goal. 


I should like to take this opportunity to express my sincere 
thanks to Mr. Blaine M. Madison, our Commissioner, to each super 
visor from the Central office and to the staff here at Morrison 
Training School for the cooperation given me during this fiscal 
year.
